ORIGINAL ENDOWMENT. 

Capital Account. 

1. The Securities shown in the Capital Account of the Board consist of a sum of 
1,000,000Z. charged upon the Irish Church Temporalities Fund (Act 41 & 42 Viet, 
c. 66, s. 8.), and of 2| per cent. Consolidated Stock in which surplus income has been 
invested. 

2. During the year 1901 a sum of 4,610/. 10s. 6d. was realised by the sale of 5,000/. 
Stock, and transferred to the Income Account, for the purpose of pioviding for current 
expenditure. 

The balance of the Capital Account at the close of the year consisted of the charge 
of 1,000,000/. upon the Irish Church Fund, and of 15,269/. 11s. 8d., Consolidated Stock. 


Income Account. 

3. The Income of the Intermediate Board of Education, Ireland, apart from “ Local 
Taxation Moneys,” dealt with in paragraph 5, has for some years past been 
insufficient to meet the expenditure chargeable against the original endowment, and the 
deficiency has in each year been met by the sale of some portion of the Consolidated 
Stock purchased from time to time out of the surpluses of prior years. 

In the period of the present Account the expenditure exceeded the income by 
5,056/. 10s. 5d., and towards meeting this deficiency 5,000/. Stock was sold, and the 
amount realised by the sale, 4,610/. 10s. (id, transferred from the Capital to the Income 
Account as stated in the preceding paragraph. 

4. The present Account includes a new item of expenditure amounting to 1,008/. for 
the pay of Temporary Inspectors appointed under section (2) of the Act 63 & 64 Viet, 
cap. 43. 

LOCAL TAXATION MONEYS. 

5. This separate Account shows the Receipts and Expenditure of the Intermediate 
Education Board for Ireland under the Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act, 1890. 

Under this Act the Expenditure is limited to the payment of Results Fees and of 
Rewards (Prizes and Exhibitions). 

The amount paid in the year in respect of the former, as shown in the Account, is 
47,827 /. 5s. 10fZ., and in respect of the latter 14,100/. 10s. 

The balances at the commencement of the year were 15,031/. 6s. 8 d. cash, and 
83,y01Z. 15s. 7f /., Consolidated Stock. The total receipts for the year amounted to 
67,635 /. 19s. 3 d., and exceeded the expenditure (61,927/. 15s. 10 d.) by 5,708/. 3s. 5d. 

The balances at the close of the year were 20,739/. 10s. Id. cash, of which 20,480/. 
is on deposit at the Bank of Ireland, and 83,901/, 15s. 7 d. Consolidated Stock.
